If you are puzzled by some of the items in this month's issue, so are we. The 
Parish Council authorised the Village Appraisal - we call it Deddington 2000 - to 
find out what the people of Deddington, Clifton and Hempton think of things as they 
are now, and what they want and need in the future. Work is going ahead and next 
year we should have clear and fair guidelines on how to spend the £1, 000, 000 
Village Funds to the best advantage of all ‘see page 9). 

Now turn to pages 2, 3, and 4. After a not very well attended public meeting, 
called at very short notice, the Parish Council has decided to spend getting on for 
half the "magic million" on one very large project and four smaller ones, while 
investing the rest for revenue and future capital expenditure. This may be exactly 
what the whole community wants, but we think many of cur readers would be happier 
if the Parish Council had conducted wider consultations first - as the Village 
Appraisal is designed to do - before committing the money.

We write with reference to the recent publication of the Parish Council's intended expenditure 
programme re the Parish Funds, It appears that some £774,000 of the £1,000,000 fund is to be spent on 
schemes which it could be argued are not in the interest of every Community Charge payer in the Parish, 
With investment interest currently providing an income of approximately £100,000 per annum, a sum which 
should easily fund projects for the Parish for many years to come, we find it difficult to understand 
that in a recession the Council has decided to dispose of its assets/capital, 

We point out at this early stage that we are not against the projects in principle but the way in which 
they are to be funded. Surely with careful financial planning all projects could be programmed over a 
period of time so that payment can be made from the investment incone and that the capital investment 
can be made to provide funds for projects in the years to cone, 

Another point which should be made quite clear is that the precept you propose would be double that to | 
the one you inherited. Is this considered by the Council] to be fair, especialy to the more elderly of 
the Parish and those on limited income? Again with careful planning the precept could be disposed of 
for the foreseeable future, 

Deddington, Clifton and Hempton have received a golden opportunity by the way of having a one million 
pound investment, This opportunity may only arise ONCE for the Parish and we along with others are of 
the opinion that it should not be spent irrationally within only its second year of existence, 

Plans for future projects - bus shelters, improved lighting schemes - together with the additional 
facilities you have indicated, should be PROGRAMMED over a period of time, for there is no point in 
having today if there is no tomorrow! We will be interested to hear Council's comments, 


From Norman Stone, 25,10,92, writing as a parishioner, not 
as an editor of The Deddingtan News, 

I cannot be present at the Parish Council] meeting, However, I would like the following ta be 
recorded,,,, First, the earliest official notice the community had of the public meeting on 

12 October was in the [Fhe Deddingten News which was distributed from 8 October, More publicity, over a 
longer period, might have produced a very different turnout, 

Second, the options so persuasively presented to the meeting by the Parish Council were needlessly 
restricted, Until chartered accountant Ron Harper pointed out that writing off the parish precept 
would be a cost-effective benefit to the entire community of Deddington, Clifton and Hempton, the 
possibility was not even mentioned, 

Third, the Village Funds should be used to give greatest value to the largest number of people, For 
example, your proposal to spend considerably more on a bowling green than on traffic calming may or may 
not be right, What does the community think? (We know what the bowlers think!) Is 1% right to 
allocate less to the entire Town Hall project than to kitchen and toilet facilities in the parish 
church? Many may think so: but when they realise that the toilets will not be available to the general 
public, many may not, 

Fourth, where is the strategic plan? Every individual project has its supporters, but who will balance 
the needs and wants of all the residents, local businesses and visitors? Fortunately, the Parish 
Council had the foresight to set in motion the Village Appraisal, to find out what the people of 
Deddington, Clifton and Hempton want now and in the future, Until the Appraisal has been carried out 
and the results analysed, the Parish Council would be well advised to invest most of the money, not 
spend it, The wisest course is to take no irrevocable action, other than writing off the precept and 
funding a modest programme of grants, and to give the whole community the fullest opportunity to take 
part in the decision-making process, It is their money, 


In addition, James Marmion wrote commending the Parish Council for its hard work and 
commitment, but questioning whether the proposals represented a strategic plan for the whole parish, 
when the Village Appraisal of present and future needs had not been completed, Bob Stevens 
and Bill Hunt, representing Deddington Charity Estates, submitted architects’ proposals for 
renovating and developing the Town Hall, which were not available when the budget of £26,000 was 
allocated by the PC, Joan Robins wrote on the coat-of-arms proposal, pointing out that prompt 
action could cut the cost by £5,900, 


Your editors wrote to the Parish Council Chairman the day after the October Parish 
Council Meeting, asking for an official statement so that the community would be 
aware of the decisions taken on the disposition of Parish funds and understand 
their significance.

FROM THE PARISH COUNCIL CHAIRMAN 


ALLOCATION OF VILLAGE CAPITAL FUNDS 
For the benefit of those unable to attend our recent Public Meeting or Council 
meetings, your editors have kindly invited me to summarise recent decisions taken 
by your Parish Council, regarding the allocation of Capital Funds. 


BACKGROUND Today Deddington has capital funds of £1,050,000 from the sale of the 
Windmill land in 1988 and interest accrued. The Parish Referendum in 1990 
recommended that we should devise a strategy for the allocation of both capital and 
interest. The Parish Council is restricted by Central Government as to the 
projects it can fund: we cannot sllocate significant funds to that which should be 
funded by Central or Local Goverment (eg education, health, housing), we can fund 
recreation, tourism, land acquisition for conservation/open spaces, 
entertainment/arts etc. 
Whilst devising this strategy we have funded grant applications and urgent projects 
~ the car park at the Windmill Community Centre was a prerequisite of the CDC 
Planning authorities, playgrounds have been provided in Clifton and Deddington, a 
light provided in Earls Lane to achieve a 30 mph speed limit, and the footpath 
built to the cemetery. Also grants have been awarded to Deddington Play Group, the 
Windmill for Nursery School facilities, Deddington Players, Cricket Club, Craft 
Group, Museum Group, and we have not charged a Parish precept this financial year 
(the Parish’'s share of the Community Charge). 
OVERALL STRATEGY Our aim is to make Deddington a safer, more attractive, and 
more interesting place to live for all members of the community. Funds will be 
divided between continuing investment for either revenue generation or future 
projects (about 60 per cent of the total), and funds required for immediate 
allocations (about 40 per cent). 
CONTINUED INVESTMENT £596,000 will remain invested to provide revenues to fund 
the provision of a village steward, and capital for land acquisition and future 
grant applications. 
DEFINED SPEND ~ ‘we will proceed with funding for the following - 
Environment/Safety - contribute towards Oxford CC funding of Deddington traffic 
calming schemes (currently a low OCC priority) and construct a footpath from 


Hempton to the cemetery BUDGET £55, 000 
Town Hall/Public Conveniences - refurbish the Town Hall, providing for the 
Deddington Museum and better tourist facilities (loos) BUDGET £26, 000 


Recreational Facilities - to provide the best facilities for recreational and 
sports groups, at the same time upgrading the existing community hall facilities. 
The plan includes - 
New six rink bowling green; pavilions for cricket, tennis, and bowls viewing; 
soccer 'dugouts’; tots' play area; all-weather multi-use pitch; additional 
soccer pitch; hall extension for the provision of a stage; extended changing * 
rooms; storage; and new lounge area/viewing. The current estimate for this 
work is £500,000 against which we have defined a maximum budget of £333, 000 
(plus £20,000 CDC grant towards the bowling green). BUDGET £333, 000 _ 
Arts and Drama - provide the facilities necessary for major and medium sized 
theatrical and concert productions for the entertainment of the parish. Create 
toilet and kitchen facilities in the Parish Church and erect a stage in the 


extended Windmill Hall. BUDGET £35, 000 
Heritage Support - research and design the Deddington ‘Coat of Arms’ for use in 
tourism and fund-raising. BUDGET (reduced at Public Meeting) £5, 000 


It was also decided following the Public Meeting that the PC would write to the 
Social Services suggesting the use of the improved facilities at the Windmill 
Community Centre as a Day Centre for the elderly. 


I believe this strategy for the allocation of Parish Capital Funds meets the needs 
identified at the outset, namely that for Deddington we improve the environment and 
safety, the recreational facilities, the support for tourism, arts and 
entertainment, and hopefully give benefit to as many parishioners as possible, 
whilst still retaining 60 per cent of our funds for future needs.

The key question is - how can we help to ensure that the Horton 
continues to provide the range and quality of services that local people want? We 
understand that a review is to be undertaken, if indeed it is not already under 
way, but what are the precise terms of reference? Who will carry out the review 
and what assumptions will they make? We know that there will be consultations, 
but not with whom or when. Will the public be involved and will the outcome be 
publicised? What assurances do we have that the Regional Health Authority will 
actually take account of public opinion before making any decisions? 

We think our readers in Deddington, Clifton and Hempton want to be better informed. e 
It would help them, and us, if we could hear from you before 27 October, the copy 
date for our November issue. 


FROM: R M NICHOLLS, CHIEF EXECUTIVE, OXFORD REGIONAL HEALTH 
AUTHORITY 14 October 1992: Thank you for your letter of 5 October 
addressed to Dr Burgess, Regional Health Authority Chairman, who has asked me to 
reply on his behalf. The review which is presently under way is being conducted by 
Oxfordshire Health Authority and is looking at the future shape of health services 
in the county over the next five years. As a major provider of services, the Horton 
General is taking part in this review. 

As the "buyer" or commissioner of health services for the residents of Oxfordshire, 
the health authority is looking to see that the services it proposes to commission 
meet the needs and wishes of people. To do this it will take account of the views 
of health service staff, GPs, other agencies and authorities and representative 
bodies, such as the Community Health Council. The process of monitoring needs and 
wishes to get the best health services within resources requires significant 
consultation from all sections of the population. 

In looking at future patterns of care the authority recognises the key role Horton 
General plays in the provision of services and the strong local support the 
hospital enjoys. You will proably know that last week the Secretary of State 
approved the Trust status of the Horton General from 1 April next year. This will 
mark a new era for the hospital and it gives a strong endorsement to the team led 
by the Chairman of the hospital board and the Chief Executive. 

I am confident that your readers, and all interested individuals, groups and 
communities, will be given the opportunity to discuss the result of the review, and 
to make your views known to the health authority.

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DEDDINGTON MUSEUM - progress report by Bill Hunt 


The Feasibility Study which has been undertaken by Norman Machin Associates has now 
been completed and was handed to Deddington Parish Council just before their 
meeting on 28 October. [Members will discuss it at PC meeting on 25 November - EDS] 
Two members of the Parish Council - Councillors Mace and Swash - have been involved 
in all the discussions with Norman Machin Associates which have resulted in the 
formulation of the document and it is hoped the proposals contained therein will 
receive the blessing of the full Council. In addition to providing the necessary 
facilities to enable a museum to operate in the Town Hall, there is also provision 
for a uni-sex toilet which will be available to the general public. 

When agreement is finally reached, the plans will be made available for public 
inspection and it is hoped the venture will be as well as received as was the 
display which was mounted on the occasion of Deddington School Fete. 

The most recent acquisition is an 1823 etching RECTORIAL FARM HOUSE AND CHURCH OF 
DEDDINGTON by J Skelton, which has been kindly presented by Norman Stone. We thank 
him most sincerely, and we cannot wait to put on display the mass of items which 
have already been donated. 


PARISH TREE PLANTING 
Readers, especially those who followed the efforts of earlier years, may like to 
know about the proposed sites for 1992. Looking back to 1980, we now have some 
fine young wild cherries in the Windmill area, as well as other trees, down the 
Milton Lane for instance. This autumn we hope to complete the planting on the old 
ash pit (half a mile out on the Banbury road, on the left). Down Radwell Hill, 
between Hempton and Duns Tew, there is room for a further 5 or 6 oaks to finish a 
line of planting begun last year. Also in the Hempton area, there is space for an 
oak or two at the top of Steepness. Nearer to Deddington, we could find room for, 
say, three wild cherries in Cosy Lane, now that it has been tidied. Some of these 
new plantings will be drawn from the seedling trees which I am so glad to receive 
from you across the year. This help, together with that offered by those who dig 
holes, clear grass and overhang, and look after the newly planted trees, is much 
appreciated. This is work for those who come after to enjoy, little though it may 
seem today. However I believe that quite soon for one reason and another we shall 
see oaks, beeches, and other hardwoods being planted in our hedgerows and indeed in 
our cornfields; they will supply our timber for furnishing and construction, as the 
tropical supplies will shortly be closed to us. These lines from a poem by Fred 
Kaan were read to me the other day.

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS Aga by Suffy Heywood 

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of November 1842: 
STH NOVEMBER ~ A monthly meeting of the Justices took place at the Kings Arms, the 
new Constables were appointed under the recent Act of Parliament and Friday next 
was fixed as the day for swearing them in at the Kings Arms at 12 o'clock. 

8TH NOVEMBER - I drove to Banbury to attend a most interesting meeting in the 
‘National School room there preparatory to organising an auxiliary Society for the 
north of Oxfordshire for promoting Christianity among the Jews. A Revd Mr Joseph, a 
converted Jew, made a most powerful and interesting appeal to the meeting on the 
behalf of his nation, and related the circumstances of his own conversion. A 

Mr Reynolds, an agent of the Parent Society in London, also was present and 
addressed the meeting - as did several Clergy of the neighbourhood. I consented to 
be on the Committee and to become a subscriber, for Susan also - may God crown our 
feeble efforts with success! Ultimately. 

12TH NOVEMBER ~ The bell tolled for the oldest inhabitant in the Parish, poor 
Thomas Whetton, who was in his 94th year. 

20TH NOVEMBER ~- Received a letter asking for the character of our late footman - 
replied that he was steady, .honest, sober and obliging, but did not suit us - that 
when we had a dinner party we always had an experienced waiter to assist him. Was 
obliged to grant two search warrants this morning in consequence of two cases of 
‘sheep stealing and rabbit stealing - against Deddington persons I am sorry to say. 
21ST NOVEMBER ~- Granted a summons in a case from Swerford against a Deddington girl 
for non~fulfilment of her contract as a hired servant. I called at Butcher Dean's 
and French's to order some meat to be sent to certain poor people. 

22ND NOVEMBER - Our annual fair took place. 

23RD NOVEMBER - I ordered the bells to be rung to celebrate the great and good news 
of peace with China - announced in our paper of today, the St James Chronicle. 


IT’S A SMALL WORLD IN BOWLS by Fred Deely 

In 1951 The National Bowls Championships were held at Paddington Green. Maurice 
French and myself reached the Final of the County Pairs. Though we lost to P Harvey 
and Ron Clarke of South Oxford by two shots we were entitled to enter the National 
Championships, so we went to London and booked in at the Paddington Hotel. We paid 
£2.50 for bed and breakfast (a lot of money then). Next morning we went to the 
Green, started at 9. 30am and had a very easy victory over the Lancashire champions. 
In the afternoon we beat the Sussex champions and Maurice said we had better go and 
book in so we went to sign the Register. There was an attractive lady at the desk 
and she said "I know Deddington, I spend my holidays at Mrs Knott's Flight Hill 
Farm at Nether Worton, and we come to Deddington to Holiday's Garage and Tuckers 
stores." That was our first surprise. 

e Next morning we went to Paddington Green and an old Gentleman on the seat next to 
us said "You have got an Oxfordshire accent, do you know Deddington? I am an 
outfitter for a firm in Knightsbridge and I very often take a lot of goods to Harry 
Wells in the Market Place”. That was our second surprise. 

When we played the Yorkshire champions on No 1! rink’a couple came to the end of the 
green and started to wave. The lady was Maurice French's schoolmate, now married 
and living in London. Her father was the solicitor Thomas Bennett. She had lived at 
Weston House near the almshouses before moving to the Bullring to the house until 
very recently occupied by Mr Allan. 

Now we had a real tussle with the Yorkshire champions on the 20th end. Level on 17 
shots, when the Skip went to bowl, we were one shot on and possibly two. Maurice 

said the opponent would probably 'fire' so he blocked him out. The opponent kept 
putting up short woods and blocking his own woods until with the last wood he had 

to bowl when he 'fired' and then turned his back on it, but it hit one short wood 

and 'glinted’ off another and 'glanced' the jack on to two of his woods, A PROPER 
FLUKE! That was the end of the London trip. 

Three days later I was in Wantage Market Place going by King Alfred’s monument when 

a voice boomed across the square. "Old drunken Deddington”. I expect he had seen 
the name Deddington on my lorry. He said his father used to stop at the Unicorn 
Hotel in the Market Place to have a meal. It's a small world!
